the deep end in its March issue. 

Writer Roger Betz praises 

walleye fishing in Ontario. 
That's fine. It encourages good 
fishermen to come here and try 
their luck, and fishermen are 
usually the pleasantest and neat- 
est tourists we get in Ontario. 

But Mr. Betz suggests in his 
article one method of creating 
o walleye "hotspot" that is not 
only undesirable and unsanitary, 
it's illegal. 

He tells fishermen to bring 
a case of dog food with them and 
on the first day of a week long 
fishing trip, drop punctured cans | 
in bunches in likely spots. By 
the end of the week, he claims, 
this will attract the small fish on 
which the walleye prey. 

I won't comment on the 
effectiveness of this as a fishing 
method. 

But | can tell you what some 
of the effects will be. 

First, we have the bottom of | 
a lake littered with punctured, 
rusting cans full of rotting dog 
food. As the food rots, the pro- 
cess of decomposition takes ox- 
ygen from the water. Enough of 
this type of fishing, and a lake 
with a limited oxygen supply 
can be depleted to the point 
where its fish die for lack of 
oxygen. 

There ore bacteria involved 
in this decomposition. If the dog 
food hot spot is close to a cott- 
ager's water intake, that cottage's| 
edrinking water is no longer safe. 

Dog food is usually rich in 
oils - a little taste of rancid oil 
in water goes a long, long way. 
The swimmer or cottager who 
gets a mouthful won't forget it 
quickly. 

As decomposition advances 

in a can, the methane gos gen- 
erated pops it to the surface. 
It's a hazard to boats, water 
skiers and swimmers alike. And 
rusting cans full of rotting dog 
food do little for the view or for 
the air as they wash onto the 
beach.

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Gardening 


Once perennials are es- 
tablished, they generally re- 
quire little core. However, 
at least minimal care is needed 
for the plants to remain heal- 
thy and to bloom for many 
years. Early spring is the best 
time to groom your perennial 
beds. 

As soon as the frost is out 
of the ground, inspect your 
perennials, especially those 
plants that were set out last 
fall. Press plants back into 
the soil if they have heaved 
due to the frost. Early attent- 
ion will help prevent losses be- 
cause of exposed roots. 

If the soil is depleted and 
the perennial bed overrun with 
weeks, it is best to remove 
all the roots and replenish the 
soil. Dig deeply and work 
in manure, peatmoss, or 

leafmold. The organic matter 
will improve the condition of 
the soil. Heavy soils can be 
improved by adding sandy 
loam; adding clay loam to 
light soils will give them a 
better structure. 

After many years of growth, 
some perennial roots may be 
too large to produce the best 
plants. These roots should be 
divided and the center portion 
of each root discarded. The 
newer roots will produce big- 
ger and better blooms. 

The size of perennials is 
also an important factor to 
consider when replanting. 
Tall-growing plants should 
generally be planted in the 
background, with small and 
medium varieties in front. 
However, don't follow this 
rule too closely or the perenn- 
ial bed will become too 'set' 
in design. For a more natural 
effect, move some of the 
taller varieties closer to the 
middle of the bed and medium- 
growing plants near the front. 

Color is an important 
consideration in any perennial 
border. Try to locate plants 
so that lighter colors blend 
with darker hues. 

Perennial borders require 
frequent shallow cultivation 
throughout the growing season 
to keep down weeds. Dig up 

perennial weeds such as dan~ 
delions and destroy them. 

A little care now helps 
to ensure that perennials will 
bloom for many years to come.

CARE OF NURSERY STOCK 
Plants, especially those 
in a dormant state, require 
special care while they are 
out of the ground. The most 
importont requirement is 
moisture . 

In most cases, plants 
purchased at a garden center 
present no problems. They 
are usually in good condition 
and if plonted immediately 
should not dry out. 

Plants received by ex- 
press or mail, however, can 
sometimes arrive in a very 
dry condition. Nursery stock 
brought this way should be 
examined carefully. If the 
roots are moist, the plant 
should be stored in a cool 
location such as the basement 
or gorage until you are ready- 
to plant. 

If the roots are dry, put 
the plant in a poil or tub of 
water for about 24 hours. 
This will allow the roots to 
regain the moisture lost during 
transit. 

Ideally, nursery stocks 
should be planted as soon as 
they are received. If this 
is not possible, keep them 
moist and in a cool location . 
However, if planting has to be 
delayed for an extended per- 
iod, bury the plants in the 
garden until their permanent 
location is ready.

You must prove wolf 


Mrs. Lloyd-Jones who 
operates a farm with her hus- 
band was claiming compensat- 
ion from the provincial gov- 
ernment for three sheep killed 
during the winter by what she 
claims were wolves. 

Under new provincial leg- 
islation the government now 
Pays compensation to any per- 
son whose livestock has been 
damaged by wolf predation. 

This scheme is meant to 
replace the wolf bounty; the 
government formerly paid $25 
for every wolf killed. 

The aim of the new system 
is to help the injured, rather 
than trying to wipe out the 
predator. 

In order to qualify for 
compensation, the livestock 
owner must prove two things: 
That one of his livestock was 
killed by an animal, and that 


the killer was a wolf. 
It must be a wolf; this is 


perhaps the most difficult port 
to prove, because much of the 
livestock killing in southern 
Ontario is done by dogs as well 
as by wolves. It is often hard 
to determine which animal 

did the damage. 

The livestock owner seek- 
ing compensation goes to the 
municipality if the killing was 
done by dogs, and to the prov- 
ince if it was the work of 
wolves. 

Mrs. Lloyd-Jones says 
"I know it was done by wolves. 

The frustration lay in 
trying to prove that it really 
was wolves. 

Mrs. Lloyd-Jones hearing 
lasted about an hour and was 
recorded on tape. It will be 
transcribed and read by R.G, 
Bailey, district manager for 
Napanee, who will act as an 
independent adjudicator and 
make his decision according 
to the facts.

SOIL IMPORTANT WHEN 
PLANTING TREES AND SHRUBS 

Trees and shrubs are ex- 
tremely rugged plants and can 
survive in almost any type of 
soil. However, if they are to 
produce strong, vigorous 
growth, they require a rich 
soil around the roots at planting 
time. 

In good soil, dig a hole 
large enough to allow the 
roots to spread out naturally. 
If some of the roots are ex- 
tremely long, they can be cut 
back without damaging the 
plant. If the soil is poor and 
needs to be replaced, dig 
the hole larger than is needed. 

For most plants, 18 inches 
both ways is sufficient, but 
larger roots will require a

larger hole. 

Set the plant in the hole 
at about the same depth it 
was in the nursery and carefully 
replace the soil. Shake the 
plant gently to get soil around 
all the roots and press down 
firmly. When planting is fin- 
ished water well. 

Good rich soil should not 
need fertilizer. If it is req- 
vired, never place it in the 
hole near the roots. Apply it 
instead in a band around the 
plant after planting and water 
it in. 

Careful attention to these 
details during planting gives 
trees and shrubs a head start 
and helps to ensure healthy 

vigorous growth.

The crux of the issue are 
the proposals to construct a 
230,000 volt transmission line 
across the Hayward Long Reach, 
one of the most beautiful spots 
in the area. 

In 1971, Ontario Hydro 
announced plans to place add- 
itional electric power in the 
county by means of on overhead | 
230,000 volt transmission line. 
There ore, at present, three 
44,000 volt transmissi-n 


lines 


serving the area. 

At the time of the announ- | 
cement, Hydro officials indic- | 
ated that the likely routing for | 
this line would be across the 
Hayward Long Reach, the site 
of the Gold Cup hydroplane 
| races. | 

Philip B. Lind, a member | 
of the Sierra Club, speaking at | 
the home of Angus Mowat on 
Saturcay, described the pro- 
posed construction. 

"This proposed crossing 
would involve construction of 
two 320 foot towers (normal 
extra high voltage towers are 
120 feet) and a 3,200 foot span | 


of eight cables. Because of 
federal regulations, the span 
would dangle large balloon 
and these balloons and the 
towers would be painted red 
and white. Hydro's supervis 
ing engineer, Charles Bishop, 
told the Kingston Whig- Stand 
ard that "the crossing would 

be a spectacular one with o 
clear span of 3,200 feet seldom 
seen elsewhere." 

He further speculated that 
the view of the towers crossing 
the Reach would be "a point 
of interest" (Kingston Whig- 
Standard, September 2, 1972). 
Since that time said Mr. Lind 
"Mr. Bishop has indicated to 
Sierra Club members that 
Hydro is not committed to this 
particular crossing - that there 
is some flexibility in the 
planning - but that the Long 
Reach crossing is still a poss- 
ibility."

IMPROVE CLEMATIS BLOOMS 
BY PRUNING 

Clematis, like many other 
woody perennials, benefit 
from pruning in the spring. 
However, the pruning techniques 
differ, depending on the type 
of vine in your garden. 

With varieties that bloom 
on last year's wood, the only + 
pruning required is the removal 
of dead, broken, or weak 
shoots. Severe pruning of this 
type of clematis will remove 
the flowering wood and the 
plants will not bloom in that 
season. 

Varieties, such as Jackmanni, 
that bloom on the current 
season's growth, can be cut 
back severely each year. 
Pruning back the shoots to buds 
near the base is adequate, but 
selective pruning of the canes 
at different heights will pro- 
duce a more vigorous plant that 
will fill a larger area. 

With either type of clem- 
atis, older canes at the base 
should be removed when the 
plants start to decline because 
of excessive vine production.
